"© ©, * ©. ahd refilefle defignes of Papilts and il!l-affefted 
fronts (whoſe aime is the extirpation of our Religion, Laws, and li- 
rties.) Yettheir Counſells and praRtifes are (till fo prevalent with 
His Majeſtic , and the hearrs of many peopic ſo miſled and beguited 
by their falle prerences and jnfinuationg, that nothing can beexpected 
but ryine and deſolation,, unlefſe God in mercy prevent it, andinclins 
His Majeſties hear: to the Faithfull adyice of his zteat Counſell of Pat- 
liament; which hath ever been, and is (under God) the chicte ſupporc 
of His Royall di nity, and the ſecurity of all that wee have or can ens 
Joy. And for that 1t. js moſt agreeable to common Jaiſtice, that the 
eſtates of ſuch notorious Delinquenes, as hayebin'the cauſes or Inſtrus 
ments ofthe publique calamities , which have been hitherto'imploye 
to the fomenting and nouriſhing of theſe miſerable diſtraFions,ſhould 
þe converted and applyed towards the ſupportation of the great char- 
es of the Common-wealth , and for the caſing of the good ſubjects 
herein, who haye higherto hornethe teateſt ſhare in theſe burthens- 
Be it therefore Ordajned by the Grid Lords and Commons, That the 
Eſtates as well reall ag perſonall, of the ſeverall Biſhops heteafter men- 
tioned, that is to ſay, Of William Arch-Biſhop of Canterbary,[vbu Arche 
Biſhop ef York, Thomas Biſhop of Dareſme, oY Biſh. of Lichfield and 
Ccpentry, Pfeph Biſh of Norwich, Iobn Biſhop of afgh, Robert Biſho 
of Oxford, William Biſhop of Bath gz Wells, George Bi NP of Here 
Mathew Biſhop of Ely, Godfiey Biſhop of Glouceſter, Tibn Biſhop of Pe- 
gerborough, Morgan Bilbop of Lapdafe, lobs Biſhop of IWoreeſtey, And of 
all ſuch Biſhops. Deans, Deanes and Chapters, Prebends; Arch-dea- 
cons,and of all.cther perſon and perſons, Eccleſiaſticall or Temporall; 
as have raiſed,or ſhall raiſe Arms againſt the Parliamenc,or have bin, 
are, and ſhall be in atyall Warre againſt the ſame, or have yoluntari« 
ly contributed, or (hall yaluntarily contribute, nor being under the 
power of any part of the Kings Acmy ar the time of ſuch contributing 
any Money, Horſc, Plate, Arms, Munition, or other aid, oor aſſitance, 
for, or towards the maintenance of any forces raiſed againſt the Parli- 


ment, ot for the oppaling of any force or power raiſed by inkority 4

impoſe any Taxe or Aﬀeſſement upon His Majeſties Subje&ts, for, or 
towards the maintenance of any forces againit the Parliament; or 
have, or ſhall uſc any force or power to leavy the ſame, (hall be forth- 
with ſeized and ſequeftred into the hands of the Sequatrarhrs.fe Com- 
mittees hereafter, in this Ordinance named, and of ſuch other perſons 
as ſhall ac any ether time hereafter bee appointed and nominated by 
both Houſes of Parliament, for any County, City. or place within the 
Realme of Fnglavd gr Dominion of Wales , Which ſaid Sequeſtrators 
and Committees, gr avy two or more of them in each ſeverall Co: 
City, or place reſpeCtively ; are hereby, authorized andrequired , 
themſelves,their Agents and De purics to take and ſeize incotherr hands 
and cuſtodies, as well al! the money» Goods, Chattel!s, Debis, and 
perſonall Eſtate; as allo, all,, and every the Mannots. Lands, Tene- 
ments; and Heredicaments, Rents, Arrerages of Rents, Revenues, and 
profi Gf all angevery'the faid Delinquenrs' or perſons betore ſpecified, 


gr which they, or aiy of them, or any other intruſt for them. or apy of 


them, ar to their, ov any oftheir uſe or uſes, baye, hath, or ſhall have,

Officers, or {crvagts, 
as well otche fd Arch-biſh; 5, Biſhops, Deans, Deans and Chapters, 
Prebends:Arch-Ueacons; as of ail and every other of the ſaid Delin- 
quents, or perſons before ſpecified;and to ſend. for, or take anybooks of 
Accompts,Rentalls,Copies af Court,Roll, or other eyidences,W ri:ings, 
or memorialls., touching the premiſes or any of them, and thereby, 
and by all other wayes. and meanes; which tothe ſaid Sequeſtrators,or 
20y £wo or more of them ſhall ſeeme meere and neceſlary to informe 
themlelves as wel! of the faid ſeverall Delinquients and every of them, 
as of their ſeyerall eſtates, and poſſeſſions, Rents, Arrerages of Rents, 
Revenues, aud profits, Goods, and Chattels,Eftates reall.and perſonall; 
andthe true yalue thereof, and of all things concerning the ſame, or a« 
ny. pare thereof : and to appoint any Officer or Officers or other perſon 
or perſons under them,for their preſent expediting of this ſervice ; 
Which ſaid perlons are hereby authorized andenjoyned-to performe 
and execure all and every the cdmmands ofthe ſaid Sequeſtrators, or 
Commintees, os any.two.or more of them reſpeitively,. in and concer« 

ning 


nalleſtate , and two parts of all, and every the 2 2pgors, Lands, Tc-

within their ſeverall limits ſhall have power, and are hereby authori- 
zed and required toenter into all and eyery ſuch Mannors, Mcſſages, 
Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments; of all and every the ſaid De- 
linquents, or perſons betoxe ſpecified; andro receive ſuch Rents, Ar- 


rerage of Rents: Herriots, Ifſucs profits, ſums of money, debts, and o«, 


ther duries as aforeſaid , to them or . any or them, due os payable, by 
their, or any of their ſeyerall and reſpe&ive Tenants , or other perſon 
or perſons : Which ſaid Tenants and other perſons are heteby requi= 
red to pay the fameto the ſaid Seque/tretors or Committees, or any two 
or more of them accordingly-and not to,or to the u' of the ſaid Delin- 
qients,or any of them; yet fo nevertheles, Thar in reſpeRt of thehardneg 
of the times.and the great charges, which otherwiſe lie upon the ſaid 
Tenants and others, by occafion of this preſent War, every ſuch tenanc 
which (hall pay to the ſaid Sequeſtrators or Conmmuttees.or anytwo of them 
Saforſaid,ſhall upon their obedience/&conforrhity to chis order, be cone 
fidered out of the ſaid Rents,Reyenues,& P rofits,& ſhall be diſcharged 
ofhis whol rent againſt his Laxd-lord,or any other,to a whom theſame 
is due, being ſuch Delinquents as aforeſaid; and aswell they the aid 
tenants, as every other perſon or perſons, which (hall payany Rent,ſuin 
of mony.or other thing,according to this Ordinance,ſhall be proteted 
and fa yed harmeles from any forfeiture | eng ,or dammage, which he 
or they may incurre by not payment of his, ortheir ſaid Rent, tum of 
Mo ney.” or othes thing accotding to his;or their leaſe, Coppy, or other 
agreement, by the power and authoricy of bo b Houſes of Parli:ment, 

And it any ſuch Tenant or Tenants, ſhall refuſe co pay his, or their 
Rentor Rents, The faid Sequeſtrators, or Commirtees, their Agen:s or 
Depuries, according to this Ordinance. art fuch.times and places, as 


the ſame ſhall become .Jue and payable, The ſaid Sequeſtrators, or any. 
two-or more of them by themſeclyes, ttieir Agentsor Deputies. ſh !1- 


have power to diſtrain for the ſame, and to take all other adyantages 
tor non-payment thereof, as:the Land-Lord might have done. 


And the ſaid Sequeſtrators, or any twoor more of them, (hall have 


power to ſite for, and recoyer any debt, fum of Money, or ornet duty 


owing tothe ſaid Delinquents or perſons before ſpecificd, or any of 
them ; Asalſo to give diſcharges.avd Acquittances. for any Rent,ſum 


of Money, debts, duty. or other thing, which they ſhall receiye out of 
the Eates of the {aid Delinquents, or any of them ; and ſhall be ac- 
comptable from time to time tor the ſame, and for all fuch oc her things 
as ſhall be had, or taken by them, their Agents or Deputies ; and for all 


their receipts and. payments, and other Acts, for, or in reſpect of che © 


premiſes; to both Wouſes of Parliament. or to ſuch asthey (hall 19- 
point ; and ſhall pay in all ſuch ſums of Money, as they or any of hem 
{hall receive out of the ſaid Eftates, unto } Treaſurers. at G + [1H 
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ning the premiſſes * And ſhall haye ſuch allowances for their paines 


Londen, and fhall keep Books ofaccornptss and fhall be from timeto 
time ſubje& tothe further Orders and dixeRions of both Houles of 
Parliament, for allowance tothe faid Delinquents, or otherwiſe as 
cauſe ſhall require, of all their receipts and payments. And the faid Se. 
queſtrators or Commitrcces, or any two or more of them; their Agents 
2nd Deputies, ſhall have power to call to their Ayd and Affſtance, the 
Trained-Bands, Volunciers,or other forces, of, or within their ſeveral 
Counties, Cities, or places reſpectively, or any other perfon or perſons, 
dwelling inor neer the place; to compell obedience to this Ordinance, 
where any reſiſtance ſhall be'mgde, or as oft'as need (hall require; And 
(hall have power to puniſh ſach perfon or perſons.” as they ſhall inde 
refraftory, neglig-nt, or faulty in the faid ſervice, by fine ahd imprif 
onment, ſuch fine not exceeding the ſum of rwenty-pounds ; or to cer- 
tifie cheir names to the Commicree of Lords and Commons, appointed 
for this ſetyice : who ſhalthave power'to {end for them,'or any of them, 
and'to commit them to fuch priſons, and places, and Hr (o long time 
as they ſhall thinke fic- And rhe faid Trained-Bands, V oluntiers, and 
other forces, their Commanders and Ofhcess ; and alto the (eyerall 
Conſtables, Headboroughs, and other Officers, and periong within 
their Limits, are hereby required and enjoynedto be Ayding and Aſ- 
fiſting ro the faid Sequeſtrators, or any two or mote of them, as oft ag) 
they ſhall be chereunto required. | 

And it is furthex Declared and Ordained by the Lords and Com» 
mons, That all and every of the ſaid Sums, Rents, Revenues and Pro=- 
fics, Eftate Reall and Perſorall of all and every the faid Delinquenes, 
or perſons before ſpecifted, ſhall be imployed 'to the uſe; and tor the: 
maintaining of the Army and forces raiſed by the Parliament;and ſuck 
other uſes, as ſhall be direted by both Houſes of Parliament, for the 
benefit of the Common-wealtit. 

Laftly, it is Ordained, That all andevery the ſaid Sequeſtrators and 
Committees, ſhall have allowances for their neceſſary charges and 
ppives in and abouc the premiſes, as they ſhall be allowed by. both: 

ouſes of Parliament ; And chat aſwell they, as all others who ſhall 
be employed in the ſaid ſervice, or ſhall doe any thing in iexecution or 

rformance of this Ordinance, ſhall be therein protected and faved 
armleſſe by the power and Authority of both the ſaid Huuſes, And 
if any perſon or perſons ſhall finde him or themſelves agrieved with a= 


ny Act done by the faid Sequeſtrators.their Agents or Deputies, or any- 


of them concerning the prenmiifles, and {hall not be therein relieved by 
the faid Sequeſtrators upon complaint made to them, or any ewo or 
more of them ; then upon intormation thereof gryen to bath Houſes 
of Parliamenc,or to the {aid Committee of Lords and Commons before men- 
tioned, ſuch further order ſhall be taken therein, as ſhall be agreeable 
to juſtice. Provided, rhat where any former Ordinance hath bin made 
by both Houſes of Parliament, for the ſeizing or ſequeſtring of the 
Eitates of any ofthe Delinquent before ſpecified, within any County, 
Citic or place, and accordingly execined here, this preſent My +"
